1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  for 
repair  of  highways  and  bridges  in  addition  to  that  re- 
quired by  law.  ^ 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dispense  with  the 
services  of  a  liquor  agent  for  the  ensuing  j'^ear . 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men not  to  deliver  the  blank  invoice  bills  until  the  time 
of  taking  inventory.

Report  of  School  Board 


We  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  February  15,  1916: 

We  believe  that  through  the  year  efficient  work  has 
been  done  in  our  schools.  We  have  faithfully  endeav- 
ored to  secure  competent  teachers  as  vacancies  have 
occurred,  and  we  believe  that  with  one  unfortunate  ex- 
ception our  teachers  have  been  competent  and  faithful, 
doing  their  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  rendering  valu- 
able services  to  the  schools  of  Cornish.  We  wish  to  ex- 
press our  appreciation  of  the  very  friendly  and  harmon- 
ious cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  parents  with  us  in 
our  purpose  to  give  our  children  the  best  and  most  prac- 
tical instruction  along  the  essential  lines  of  school  work. 
School  Boards  and  teachers  have  to  face  most  difficult 
problems  in  our  rural  communities.  A  large  majority 
of  our  children  are  in  rural  schools .  We  must  not  forget 
that  in  our  rural  schools  we  are  training  the  future  citi- 
zens of  the  town  and  state .  To  the  rural  school  teacher, 
in  a  large  measure  is  committed  the  watch-care  of 
"America's  hope  of  tomorrow."  Possibly  in  all  our 
schools  there  are  two  classes  of  pupils — a  few  who  will 
attend  high  school,  and  many  who  will  not.  The  rural 
school  must  do  its  best  for  those  who  will  enter  high 
school,  but  not  less  thorough  must  it  be  in  its  instruction 
and  practical  development  and  training  of  those  who  will 
not  have  the  advantages  of  a  high  school  course.  The 
majority  of  pupils  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  obtain 
a  high  school  education  do  not  generally  become  citizens 
of  their  home  town.  Hence  the  rural  school  is  respon- 
sible to  a  great  extent  for  the  future  condition  of  affairs 
in  the  town.  All  our  schools  of  whatever  rank  need 

good  teachers,  teachers  who  have  ability,  whose  methods 
are  the  best,  and  who  are  efficient  in  their  work,  and  in 
no  other  class  of  schools  are  these  essential  qualities 
needed  more  than  in  our  town  rural  schools,  for  it  is  from 
them  that  so  many  must  go  out  directly  into  the  world  of 
business .      We  also  believe  that  to  a  certain  extent  man- 
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ual  training  and  domestic  arts  should  have  a  place  in 
every  rural  school.  For  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  to 
stay  in  our  rural  communities,  this  is  an  essential  feature. 
The  advantages  of  such  instruction  is  everywhere  being 
recognized .  Such  manual  training  must  go  hand  in  hand 
with  other  equally  important  studies,  but  there  is  no  bet- 
ter way  to  develop  practical  individual  ideas  than 
through  the  fingers.  Such  practical  training  also  in- 
creases interest  in  all  the  child's  school  life.  We  ex- 
press the  hope  that  the  time  will  soon  come,  when,  in- 
stead of  opposition  such  a  combination  of  instruction  and 
training  shall  be  demanded  by  all  parents.  Franklin  K. 
Lane,  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  his  report  to  the  Presi- 
dent said — "Our  aim  would  be  to  identify  the  school  with 
the  farm  and  the  village,  and  develop  a  new  respect  in 
fathers  and  mothers  for  the  school  as  a  practical  and  not 
a  mere  scholastic  institution.  The  problem  is  only  one 
of     popularization.  Interest     in      our      schools 

is  growing.  Educational  conditions  are  improving. 
May  next  year  be  a  year  of  even  greater  progress.  To 
this  end  we  ask  for  the  continued  cordial  support  and  co- 
operation of  all  parents.  Let  us  as  parents  do  all  we 
can  to  stimulate  the  love  of  our  children  for  school,  not 
only  because  it  is  a  time  honored  institution  which  we 
have  upheld,  but  may  we  inspire  their  hearts  and  de- 
velop in  them  an  intense  love  for  the  school,  because 
through  its  aid  they  may  rise  to  worthy  attainments,  and 
to  a  life  of  highest  usefulness  to  their  community,  town 
and  state. 

We  regret  that  the  work  in  our  schools  has  been 
interrupted  and  the  average  attendance  lessened  through 
vaccination,  a  requirement  of  the  State  Board  of  Health . 
It  is,-  however,  gratifying  to  report  that  the  order  was 
successfully  carried  out  with  but  little  trouble. 

We  are  glad  to  report  seventeen  pupils  attending  high 
school  as  follows — Stevens  High  School,  Ruth  Penniman, 
Anna  Tifft,  Delvena  Furness,  Sophronia  Furness,  Hoyt 
Quimby,  Dorothy  Bean,  Gladys  Judd.  Kimball  Union 
Academy — Christina  Dinkel,  Lewis  Fitch,  Fay  L.  Gordon, 
Kenneth  Hunt,  Earl  Pardy,  Jean  Skinner,  Lorn  Skinner, 
Maud  Walker,  Laura  I.  Woodward,  Raeburn  Hunt. 

It  is  with  pleasure  we  report  that  we  have  received 
from  the  State,  for  the  past  school  year,  the  following : —

State  Aid  for  average  attendance  $219.00 

For  qualified  teachers  144.00 

Some  of  the  school  houses  have  been  repaired .  Oth- 
ers are  in  serious  need  of  repairs,  more  would  have  been 
done  the  past  year,  but  it  was  found  to  be  very  difficult  to 
get  the  work  done. 

Some  of  our  school  houses  not  only  need  substantial 
repairs,  but  also  painting  and  repairing  of  windows. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  several  of  our  school 
houses  need  immediate  attention,  because  of  the  close 
proximity  of  out-houses.  The  School  Board  under  an 
order  from  the  Health  Department,  will,  this  spring  be 
obliged  to  remove  several  of  the  out-houses  and  rebuild 
at  a  distance  from  the  school  houses,  in  some  instances 
land  must  be  purchased  upon  which  to  build. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  needs  of  the 
District,  we  recommend  that  the  following  sums  be  raised 
for  the  ensuing  year: —
